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Jail employees 
could face charges

Three employees of the Fulton 
County Detention Center, one 
male and two females, could face 
official misconduct charges fol¬ 
lowing an incident that occurred 
on Saturday, Nov. 15. 

“The incident in question led 
us to review video after it was 
brought to my attention on Mon¬ 
day, Nov. 17,” stated Jailer Ricky 
Parnell. “After we saw what 
happened we determined that 
it was a violation of the PREA 
(Prison Rape Elimination Act) 
Standards. We then contacted 


Kentucky State Police, which is 
standard protocol and required 
by federal law, to investigate the 
incident.” 

In compliance with Section 
115.22 of the PREA Standards, 
the Kentucky Department of Cor¬ 
rections (KDOC) has a zero tol¬ 
erance toward all forms of sexual 
abuse and sexual harassment. 

The male employee could be 
charged with Official Miscon¬ 
duct, 1st Degree and the two 
female employees with Official 
Misconduct, 2nd Degree. 

Kentucky State Trooper Durbin 
is handling the investigation.

Members of the Fulton County 
High School (FCHS) Site-Based 
Decision Making (SBDM) 
Council hosted the November 
School Board meeting on 
Thursday, Nov. 20. After touring 
the facilities, FCHS Principal 
Ellen Murphy and SBDM 
members Deatrik Kinney, Kim 
Roberts, Justin Suttles, Jill Coffey 
and Mindy Major informed the 
board that their ultimate goal is 
to strive to be Kentucky’s best. 

“We know we have the best 
students and the best staff,” stated 
Murphy. “We want the state of 
Kentucky to know that and we 
know that they use test scores to 
determine that.” 

Following the school’s mission 
statement which includes 
development independent 

learners to their fullest potential 
and partnering with the 
community, the staff at FCHS 
are choosing to highlight areas 
that make FCHS stand out. 

“Things like our small class 
sizes and our teacher/student 
relationships, create a positive 
learning environment,” added 
Murphy. “Incorporating 15 
minutes of reading time into our 


second period classes and focuses 
on College Career Readiness and 
career pathways are additional 
highlights at FCHS this year.” 

Murphy also discussed the 
needs and home life situations 
of the high school’s students. 
“Because of our small and close 
knit community we know what 
our students need,” she added. 

“We have decided to celebrate 
our students’ achievements 
every nine weeks,” Roberts 
said. “Placing photos in The 
Hickman Courier and on the 
school’s bulletin board. We are 
showcasing our students.” 

The data shows that, overall, 
the high school improved from 
a score of 63.2 to 65.9. “This 
is good, but we want to be 
Proficient,” noted Murphy. “Our 
ACT composite score went from 
16.4 to 18.6.” 

Achievement points, 

graduation rate, end of course 
scores, and program review 
scores all factor into the overall 
score. 

Kinney discussed the fact that 
program review scores need to 
be at least an 8. “We scored 6.9 in

It has 
become a regional hub for a three 
state area that comes together at 
the tunnel. 

All the normal chains and 
Walmart across from major ho¬ 
tels and a mall still hosting an¬ 
chor stores behind a new Cracker 
Barrel are there. Downtown is 
seeing the biggest renaissance, 
however. A group appropriately 
titled “Downtown Middlesboro” 
brought in a hired outsider to 
look things over, think outside 
the box, and start writing grant 
applications to slowly breathe 
life back into the old commercial 
district. 

Still, there are buildings va¬ 
cant, for rent, for sale, or falling 
in. But for every building in that 
state, there are two others with 
new purpose. Old bank buildings 
made into apartments. Clothing 
stores. The token coffee shop.

Gallup did a survey this sum¬ 
mer. It asked people how much 
confidence they had in various 
institutions. 

According to the survey, only 
7 percent of Americans said they 
trusted Congress a great deal or 
quite a lot, compared with 29 
percent who trusted the presi¬ 
dency. 

Small business, on the other 
hand, came in second, with 62 
percent of those surveyed con¬ 
sidering it trustworthy. The only 
organization to score higher, not 
surprisingly, was the military. 

While our politicians squabble, 
Main Street has endured. Some 
small-business owners, instead 
of laying people off, have cut 
their own salaries to keep their 
full complement of employees. 
Others have dipped into savings 
or taken out second mortgages to 
keep their doors open or to avoid 
cutting back employee hours. 

That’s incredible, when you 
think about it, and when we have 
a chance to thank small business 
and support it, we should take 
it. 

We’ll have that opportunity on 
Small Business Saturday. 

Small Business Saturday is 
the Saturday after Thanksgiving, 
the Saturday after Black Friday, 
when a time for families to wake 
early, sit in traffic, compete with 
other drivers for decent parking 
spots, jostle with crowds and 
stand in line to buy things prob¬ 
ably no one asked for or really 
wants. 

Small Business Saturday is 
the opposite of that. 

The campaign to “shop small” 
on the Saturday after Thanksgiv¬ 
ing started in 2010 as an effort 
to give small businesses—many 
of which were struggling to get 
out of the red after a long reces¬ 
sion—a much needed shot in the 
arm. 

Since then, it has become a 
powerful movement to give 


back to the brick-and-mortar es¬ 
tablishments that line our Main 
Streets and keep our communi¬ 
ties vibrant. 

The concept is simple: Instead 
of sitting at home and ordering 
online or “one-stop-shopping” at 
the nearest “big-box” store, you 
shop at small, locally-owned 
businesses for things you sim¬ 
ply can’t find at the mall, and 
instead of dealing with tempo¬ 
rary workers who don’t know 
the merchandise, there’s a good 
chance you’ll be dealing directly 
with the owner, who cares very 
much about making you happy 
so you’ll come back time and 
again throughout the year. 

And like Black Friday, Small 
Business Saturday comes with 
its own deals and discounts. 

Shoppers are wising up to 
Small Business Saturday. Last 
year, shoppers spent $5.7 bil¬ 
lion at locally-owned shops and 
restaurants on Small Business 
Saturday, according to a survey 
conducted by American Express 
and the National Federation 
of Independent Business. Last 
year’s total marked a 3.6 percent 
increase over 2012’s event. 

It’s strange to think that doing 
something so modest can have 
such a big impact, but it does. 
When you shop local and shop 
small, you’re supporting your 
friends and neighbors. You’re 
supporting your community. 
When you shop at a chain store, 
most of the money goes back 
to some corporate office some¬ 
where, but when you shop on 
Main Street, most of that money 
stays on Main Street. 

This holiday season, make a 
difference in your community: 
Shop local on Small Business 
Saturday.

Unfortunately, criminals 
sometimes target seniors. Some 
of the crimes affecting senior 
citizens do not always involve 
a financial loss. Elder abuse is 
another form of criminal activity 
that seniors can become victims 
of which involves domestic 
violence and emotion abuse. 

Elder abuse is categorized as a 
form of domestic violence since 
it generally takes place in the 
victim’s place of residence. It 
can be defined as the intentional 
actions of a person that cause 
harm, or risk of harm, to a 
senior. 

According to the National 
Center on Elder Abuse, 10 
percent of seniors suffer some 
type of abuse, most frequently 
at the hands of a trusted person 
known well by the victim. The 
Center’s research indicates that 


for every case that is reported, 
five cases go unreported. 

Abuse can take many forms, 
including physical, emotional, 
sexual and financial abuse. 

Being hurt or controlled may 
mean you are being abused. 
There are many types of elder 
abuse, including the following: 

• Physical 

• Sexual 

• Psychological 

• Financial 

• Neglect 

Watch for these indicators of 
abuse: 

• Injuries such as cuts, bruises, 
difficulty walking or sitting can 
be symptoms of physical or 
sexual abuse. 

• Withdrawn or fearful 
behavior can be associated with 
psychological abuse.

FEATURED VETERAN - This week’s featured veteran is Henry 
Edward Cooley, Corporal, 69th Signal Battalion, 3rd Army (Ghost 
Corp.), World War II Veteran. Mr. Cooley entered the military ser¬ 
vice in 1941. He took basic at Camp Crider, Missouri and Camp 
Mac Cain, Mississippi. His special training was in communication 
and was assigned to the 69th Signal Battalion. He transferred to 
Camp Kilmer, New Jersey for holding until shipment overseas. 
He boarded a Victory Ship for Warrington, England and then by 
train to Swingdon, England. The unit then transferred to South 
Hampton, England for their journal by troop carrier to engage in 
the D-Day invasion at Normandy. He provided critical communi¬ 
cation for General Patton, which involved the laying of landline 
from Corp. Headquarters to the front lines of combat units. The 
engagements that Corporal Cooley participated in were: 1.) D- 
Day at Normandy; 2 .) Battle of the Bulge; 3.) Bastogne; 4.) Ar- 
gonne Forest; 5.) Siegfried Line. He was in Austria when the war 
ended. He participated in the liberation of France. 

He was released from service on Oct. 1945. He received five 
bronze stars on his campaign ribbons for active participation in five 
major campaigns. He has several pictures of his unit members as 
well as commanders: General Eisenhower, General Patton and 
General Brady. The unit was later known as the “Ghost Corp.” 
and their outstanding service and bravery is detailed in the book, 
“Hell and High Water”. 

He returned to his hometown of Hickman, Ky., to utilize his 
military skilled training and expertise as a member of the 
Hickman-Fulton Co. RECC for 36 years providing valuable 
service to residents by assisting in keeping the electricity to their 
homes and business through storms, lightening, ice storms or 
whatever the environment. 

He has been married to Mrs. Dorothy I. (Turner) Cooley for 68 
years. Mr. Henry Cooley is 93 and Dorothy Cooley is 85 and both 
continue to support their hometown and their life-long friends. He 
has one son, three grandchildren and four great-grandchildren. 
“God Bless America” is Mr. Cooley’s concluding statement to this 
interview. The Hickman Chamber of Commerce has been adding 
veterans’ photos to this display. The Carnegie Library is home to 
the museum, which has on display photos of many of the veter¬ 
ans from this area.

Knowing that math is an area 
that needs much improvement 
FCHS teachers have spent time at 
other high achieving high schools 
gathering information to assist 
them with increasing their own 
math test scores. “We want to do 
whatever it takes to get us where 
we need to be,” added Chambers. 
“Math is at 19% right now and 
we want 40%.” 

“We do not accept 30% 
achievement in this district,” 
added Fulton County Schools 
Superintendent Aaron Collins. 
“We need to work hard to give 
resources to the administrators 
who will in turn pass them on to 
the teachers.” 


“In October 2014, The Division 
of School and Community 
Nutrition conducted an 
administrative review in regards 
to Fulton County Schools Food 
Services program.

of A la carte lunch at $1.40. This 
was voted in favor by the school 
board at the October 16 th board 
meeting. Please note that this 
was done due to legalities stated 
by the Administrative Auditor 
and the district was requested 
to act prior to students returning 
in January from winter break. 
Therefore, effective January 1, 
2015, A la carte Lunch price will 
be $1.40 in the Fulton County 
School District. This will not 
affect most families and is only 
paid by a student if they purchase 
an additional lunch. In order for a 
student to purchase an A la carte 
lunch, the student must have 
money in their personal food 
service account or pay cash.
